pointed out that latest developments did not 
justify this optimism. 


ing and unexpected fall in prices of cattle and 
pigs. It surprised him, he said, but he at- 
tributed it to a larger extent, especially in the 
case of pigs, to the change which the Christmas 
season brings. Fowl is used largely about 
Christmas, and there is less demand for bacon. 
His suggestion, he said, might be a novel one, 
but he believed it to be correct, and that for 
two weeks before, and two weeks after, 
Christmas the fowl trade would oust the bacon 
trade. He believed that if the consumption of 
bacon remained steady, pigs would a cwt. 
now.” They are now only £3 2s. to £2 18s. a 
ewt., and at that price would not pay. 

Our Correspondent drew attention to the fact 
that at local markets as much as £3 to £3 15s. 
each was still being paid for bonhams, a price 
which was regarded as being out of all propor- 
tion to the quotations for bacon pigs. 

The answer to this point was that it takes six 
months to make the bonham, for which £3 15s. 
is paid, ready for the market, as a 16 stone or 
17 stone pig, which is sold at £3 2s. a cwt. (top 
price). fe the cost of feeding and labour were 
taken into account it would be seen, he eaid, 
that there was little profit; perhaps there was 
loss. 

What he could not understand, he said, was 
that a few weeks ago, when pigs were 10s. to 
16s. a cwt. more, the price of bacon in the 
shops was the same as it is to-day. 

Continuing, he stated that prices of cattle at 
jocal fairs had within the last week fallen to 
pre-war prices. Buyers were not in attendance 
in usual numbers. People who had fat cattle 
did not even get an offer of prices. There was 
no demand. he over-mild winter had a good 
deal to say to slackness in demand and prices. 

To give an illustration of the great fall in 
cattle prices, he mentioned the fact that at the 
fair a few days ago he saw 12 store cattle sold 
at £17 10s. a piece. The pre-war price would 
have been about £16. Twelve months ago these 
same cattle would have brought £35 a head. 

There was no sale at all for horses. Young 
horses brought at the county fair £6 to £. 
each. A good six years old horse went at £25; 
three years ago the same horse would have 
brought £75. 

Fowl exporters complain, our Correspondent 
stated, that there was not the same demand in 
the English market as during previous seasons. 
The explanation was that there were big fow! 
cargoes coming to England from outside coun- 
tries, and ‘this invasion of the market by 
foreigners was a matter that Irish farmers 
should consider.

“MODERATOR AND TEACHERS’ 


SALARIES. 


Presiding yesterday at the distribution of 
prizes at St. Andrews College, Dublin, tne 
Moderator of the General Assembly said that 
he was sorry that secondary education in Ire- 
land was not in a satisfactory position from a 
financial point of view. 

The remuheration of the teachers was 
anything like what: it ought to be, or what 
is was on the other side of the Channel. ‘The 
result was that some of their best teachers 
were leaving the country and taking up work in 
England and Scotland. If that was allowed to 
go on it would be disastrous for education im 
this country 

He trusted that under the new conditions 
which were to be inaugurated shortly immediate 
steps would be taken to secure that teachers 
would receive adequate remuneration, and? that 
the interests of education generally would be 
thoroughly safeguarded. 

“I am not a politician,” the Moderator con- 
tinued, “although I am from the North, and I 
am sure you will agree with me when L say that 
that is no drawback in the case of a minister ot 
religion. I am not a politician, but I am an 
Ulsterman, and I am more than that—I am an 
Irishman. (Applause.) I should har 
whole country, from North to South, from East 
to West, peaceful and prosperous and boga 
sive, and I think one means towards that end 
would be the fostering and promotion of the 
educational intereste of the country.” (Ap- 
plause.} Cá 

The Headmaster, Mr. A. S. M. Imrie, M.A., 
B.Sc., in his report, said that the outstanding 
event of the year had been the unveiling of 
their war memorial.

Zailey), two Senior Moderatorships and mathe 
matical studentship (Cecil Williams), a Fellow 
ship (Dr. W.-R. Fearon), foundation scholarship 
(Patrick Dixon), Senior Moderatorship in natura! 
science (Arthur Darlington), Senior Moderator 
ship in modern languages (George C. North). 

Dr. V. M. Synge had been appointed a Fellow 
of the Royal College of Physicians. Although 
the country had been in a disturbed state, and 
the requests of teachers for better financial 
treatment had been ignored by the Government, 
the work of the College had gone on steadily.

HURTFUL REPORTS DENIED. 


The Dublin Chamber of Commerce which re- 
cently sent a letter to the Department of 
Agriculture regarding excess moisture in Irish 
butter has received a reply from the Secretary 
of the Department, in which he says that he 
fears that from this and similar resolutions 
which have reached him from Irish Chambers’ 
_of Commer¢ée, an erroneous impression has been 
formed as to the extent to which butter pro- 
duced in Ireland at present is found to ocon- 
tain water in exces¢ of the Statutory limit of 
16 per cent. 

** The Department themselves,” the letter 
continues, . “ have been taking a large number 
of samples of butter for analysis, ahd while it 
has been found that the 16 per cent. limit 
has been exceeded in a number of cases, the 
results of the examinations that have been 
made show that it is altogether wrong to 
assume that Irish butter generally contains ex- 
cessive moisture. The praportion of Irish butter 
which finds its way to ths markets in this con- 
dition is limited, but the fact that even an 
appreciable percentage of the total production 
is marketed while containing more than the 
legal limit of water has a most injurious effect 
on the industry as a whole.” 

Dealing with rumours: and reports that in 
many cases Irish creamery butter is being 
adulterated by the admixture of fats foreign to 
butter, the Department say that they are 
glad that no allegation of the kind comes from 
the Dublin Chamber. as the statement is one 
to which they take the greatest exception. In 
the first ten months of the present year they 
have examined over 150 samples of creamery 
butter alone. In no single instance was a 
sample found to contain margarine or any 
fats foreign to butter, and this experience is 
only on a line with that of previous years. 
There are no grounds whatever for doubt they 
say as to the purity of Irish butter, in so far as 
concerns adulteration by foreign fats. 

The duty of providing securities for the sale 
of food in @ pure and genuine condition, the 
Department say, is primarily a matter for 
local. authorities (County Councils, County 
Borough Councils, etc.), and their co-operation 
is essential to secure the observance of the 
law with regard to the proportion of water in 
butter, and to adulteration with foreign fats. 
If the local. authorities make arrangements for 
-an energetic enforcement of the Sale of Food 
and Drugs Acts with regard to butter, their 
“action would undoubtedly have a deterrent 
effect in the case of persons who might be 
disposed to market butter containing excess 
water or fat adulterants. It may be added 
that the Department themselves have made ar- 
rangements for special sampling. 

The Department further think that nothing 
but serious damage can result to the Tris 
butter industry if the impression conveyed in 
some of the resolutions which they have received 
becomes widespread. “The uniformly good 
quality of Trish creamery butter is still: main- 
tained in much the greater propdrtion of the 
butter which finds its way to the markets. Of 
this the Department have convincing proof. 
and thev trust that with the co-operation of 
the local authorities, and as a result of the 
sampling measures adopted by themselves, com- 
plaints as to the marketing of butter con- 
taining. an excess of moisture will rapildly tend

The Dail and the People. 


Dail Eireann drags its slow length 
along. The impenetrable egoism of its ex- 
tremists continues to cheat the hopes of 
the Irish people, and a week which ought 
to have seen a great deed done is passing 
to oblivion on a tide of words. Fortu- 
nately, the honesty of some speakers— 
‘“ die-hard’’ Republicans as well as advo- 
cates of peace—has baffled a mischievous 
attempt to mislead the country. The Dau 
is not being asked to decide begween an 
independent Irish Republic and an Im- 
perial Free State. The Republican policy 
was abandoned by the leaders of Sinn Fein 
on the day when they accepted Mr. Lloyd 
George 's invitation to Downing street. It 
was dead long before the Irish pleni- 
potentiaries signed the Articles of Agree- 
ment. Dr. MacCartan, one of the honest 
extremists. deplores, but admits, the. fact. 
Mr. de Valera admits it also, and is not 
asking the Dail to reaffirm its loyalty to 
an Irish Republic. He is asking it to vote 
for some form of intermediate constitution 
which is feasible only in his own curious 
mind. After the vote has been taken on 
the Agreement he will propose a scheme 
which involves, not an independent Re- 
public, but a modified oath of allegiance. 
The secret was revealed by Mr. Milroy in 
the course of Tuesday s debate. The Down- 
ing street oath demands fidelity to the 
King. Mr. de Valera’s oath would yield 
“recognition ’’; but the adoption of his 
formula would mean the wrecking of the 
Agreement and the loss of Ireland's last 
chance of peace. It is the reductio ad 
ahbsurdum of autocratic pedagogy. Even 
the sectarians of the early Church would 
have hesitated to sacrifice a country’s 
welfare for a word. 

If the Irish people -intend to be masters 
in their own house, they ought to assert 
their claim now. They are being mis- 
represented very injuriously by some of 
the persons whom they elected under con- 
ditions which have ceased to exist. Day 
after day extremists tell the Dail that, if 
the new Dominion is established, they 
will refuse to recognise it. They will take 
the oath—if at all—with their tongues in 
The sword will. not sleep 
in their hand until they have built an 
Irish Republic on the ruins of the Irish 
Free State. They will use against Eng- 
land every concession that is offered -to 
Ireland by the Articles of Agreement. So 
long as such people hold the platform and 
find a vast audience for their whirling 
words uncertainty and suspicion must pre- 
vail. Critics of the settlement will take new 
courage ; trade and industry will languish ; 
the drawing together of all creeds and 
classes in Ireland will be impossible. It 
is our own confident opinion that the Irish 
people have not the slightest intention of 
allowing themselves to be deprived of the 
fruits of peace. We believe that they will 
accept their new status loyally and cheer- 
fully and will strive, from the word “ Go,”’ 
to make Ireland one of the most prosperous 
and progressive nations in the community 
of the Empire. We believe that they will 
be willing and “able to put down with a 
firm hand all domestic attacks on the 
harmony and integrity of the Free State, 
and will permit nobody to rekindle the 
iqnis fatuus which Mr. de Valera himself 
has extinguished. Nevertheless, during 
the country’s enforced inaction, a very 
different impression is being made upon 
the world. Folly stalks in the limelight. 
The quiet, resolute common-sense of the 
Irish people is obscured in shadow. 

Every national interest demands that 
Dail Eireann shall allow the people to 
assert themselves without furiher delay. 
There talk now that the discussions 
may run into next week—but to what good 
purpose? Already the Dai lags superfluous 
on the The nation has made up 
its mind: it wants peace and intends to 
have peace. That intention is so clear that 
the Dail’s ratification of the Agreement 
by even a trifling. majority would justify 
an immediate start with the legislation 
for the establishment of the Free State. 
If the Dail proposes to reject the Agree- 
ment, the need of haste is equally urgent. 
Rejection would involve a reference to the 
country. An unnatural situation would be 
ended, and the sooner the better. A 
referendum taken under free and fair con- 
ditions—on which the country could and 
would insist—would show an overwhelming 
majority for the Agreement in virtually 
all constituencies, including those which 
are now represented by extremists in the 
Dail. After the rvferendum the work of 
reconstructing the Irish nation would 
begin instantly ; for the people are panting 
to begin it. Those members of the Dail 
who support the Agreement would form 
the nucleus of the Provisional Government 
of Ireland. The malcontents would retire 
altogether or would offer themselves for 
re-election, as their consciences might 
dictate. The immediate necessity is that 
Dau Eireann shall not continue to hold 
us in suspense between two Irelands, “one 
dead, the other waiting to be born.” Let 
the judgment be given now. If it is a 
false judgment, the nation will amend it.

Japan’s Trade. 


A Japanese delegation of fifty-seven 
members arrived in London on Monday. 
It is headed by Dr. Takurna Dan, and its 
object is to ‘investigate ifdustrial condi- 
tions in England with a view to their 
application in Japan. A further purpose 
of the mission is to examine the question 
of increased trade between the two 
countries. Japan at present is an im- 
portant customer of England and the 
Dominions. She imports chiefly raw 
materials, textiles, machinery, and 
chemicals. At the beginning of the 
mew year a tour will be made of the 
provincial centres, including Coventry, 
Birmingham, Sheffield, and many other 
towns. It has been elicited from members 
of the delegation that the old cheapness of 
production in Japan has disappeared. Of 
late years the national wealth has grown 
enormously; but the working-man’s 
standard of living, which used to be so 
low, has increased pari passu. This fact, 
combined with the rate-of exchange, which 
is adverse to Japan, and tho inefficiency 
of the Japanese as compared with the 
British working-man, tends to bring the 
cost of production in Japan more or less 
level with that in England. In the de- 
pression of trade that exists at present 
throughout ‘the world the importance of 
this mission cannot be over-estimated. It 
will help to bind more firmly the cordial 
relations which exist to-day between the 
British Empire and Japan. 


Labour and Wages.

Complete agreement has been reached, 
and the results of the conference are pub- 
lished in an official document which was 
issued yesterday. Next month a first re- 
duction of wages will take place. The 
“cut” will be four shillings.a week for 
men and two shillings for women in day- 
work wages, while on piecework they will 
lose 5 and 24 per cent. respectively. A 
second reduction of like dimensions will 
take place in June, and, if the index 
figure of the cost of living falls to seventy 
points, yet another wil] come into force 
in July. Doubtless, these readjustments 
in wages will re-act favourably on the 
price of foot-wear, and the whole com- 
munity will welcome cheaper boots and 
shoes. Be that as it may, the important 
point about the agreement is that it has 
been reached without a strike. The opera- 
tives, like sensible men and women, have 
recognised that wages must fall in order 
that industry may survive. 
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Railway Freights. 
In order to help the revival of trade, 
the English and Welsh railway companies 
have decided io lower their freight charges 
for certain classes of goods. The reduc- 
tion, which will begin next month, will 
amount, roughly, to 25 per cent., and will 
apply to coal, coke, iron and steel. 
The companies declare _that a more 
drastic reduction is impossible in 
present circumstances. Cheaper freights 
mean cheaper coal, and our London 
Correspondent tells us that a reduction of 
one shilling per ton in the price of 
domestic coal may be expected. Irgn and 
steel also will become cheaper, while in- 
dustry generally will benefit by the 
change. Here in Ireland the railway 
companies are working under a: heavy 
handicap, and much of the blame for 
this unhappy condition of affairs rests 
with the Irish railwaymen. The. Carrigan 
award sought to abolish some of the more 
glaring anomalies of our transport system 
and to place the railways on something 
like an economic basis. The men, how- 
ever, willynot hear of the Carrigan award. 
They denounce it as an intolerable trespass 
on their rights, and Ireland must continue 
to pay outrageous freights while England 
and Wales enjoy the fruits of common- 
sense. When will Irish Labour recognise 
its duty to its country.? 
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Unhealthy Films. 


The London County Council has 
launched a strong offensive against “ im- 
moral ” films. Henceforward every licence 
which is granted in the county area will 
stipulate that no film shall be shown which 
is likely to be subversive of morality. It 
‘will stipulate also that films passed by the 
British Board oí Censors for “ public ” 
exhibition shall be shown only to adults; 
no young person under sixteen shall be 
allowed to see such films unless he or she 
is accompanied by a bona fide guardian. 
“ Modern ” people, no doubt, will object to 
these restrictions on the ground that they 
are old-fashioned; but children should, 


ising influence of the risqué film: Most 
films are quite harmless, if rather stupid, 
and the only objection which we have to 
them is the fact that generally their 
“libretto” is couched in the foulest 
American slang—a circumstance which is 
playing havoc with our children’s speech. 
Others, however, are not so harmless, and 
the sex motif is rarely absent from the 
“star’’ productions. The film, properly 
used, can become a great influence for 
good in young people's lives. Its appeal 
is universal; its educational possibilities 
are virtually unlimited. The strictest 
censorship, however, is essential. The 
well of British—and Irish—youth must be 
kept pure and undefiled. 


A HISTORIC SETTING. 


— R 
WHERE DAIL EIREANN MEETS. 


If the momentous meeting of Dail Eireann 
in the Council Chamber of University College 
will make Earlsfort Terrace famous, the streets 
in the immediate neighbourhood are already 
invested with their due share of national and 
historic interest. 

In the spacious days of Grattan’s Parliament 
Saint Stephen’s Green, and the streets adjoining 
it, were the favourite residential district of the 
legislators of College Green. 

In 1839, when Earlsfort Terrace was opened, 
three houses on the south side of Stephen's 
Green were pulled down, one of which, No. 63, 
was once the residence of Henry Grattan. 

On the same side of the Green another 
brilliant member of the Irish Parliament, John 
Philpot Curran, resided at the same period, and 
the member for the Borough of Knocktopher, 
Co. Kilkenny—to wit, Sir Hercules Langrishe— 
occupied a house near the corner of Harcourt 
street. 

On the east side of the Green a big colony 
of Lords and Earls, most of them members of 
the Irish House of Lords, established tiself 
about this time. These included Baron Tracton 
(No. 39), Earl of Normanton (47, Baron 
Castlecoote (51), Right Hon. David La Touche, 
P.C. (52), Viscount Varleton (58), Earl of Meath 
(56). 

Peers, spiritual and temporal, were repre- 
sented on the south side by Baron Decies, 
Archbishop of Tuam (77), Earl of Mountcashel 
(80), and Earl of Clanwilliam (85). 

No. 17, on the north side, was the residence 
of one of the giant intellecis of the Inde- 
pendent Parliament William Conynzgham 
Plunket, and the Shelbourne Hotel stards on 
the site of the residence of the Earl of Shel- 
bourne, Lord Lansdowne’s ances:or. 

On the four sides of the Green, Lords and 
Karls and Viscounts, Archbishops and Bishops, 
Peers and Commoners, took up their abode 
until the place became a sort of Dublin Downing 
street. 

In Ely place, at the back of St. Stephen's 
Green, East, lived John FitzGibbon, 
Earl of Clare, Lord Chancellor of Ire- 
land at the Union period. Harcourt street con- 
vained the residence of Sir Jonah Barrington, 
who wrote so much and so interestingly on the 
period of the free Parliament. : 

Why, the Speaker of the House of Commons 
resided only a stone’s throw from the Green, 
for his house in Molesworth street still stands. 
And, leaving Grattan’s Parliament and Parlia- 
mentarians on one side, we find that Robert 
Emmet was born in a house on the eite of the 
College of Surgeons. 

The neatly-kept Green itself is scarcely less 
historic than the houses. Was it not here. in 
the famous “ Beaux’ Walk,” that the Irish 
statesmen and people of fashion were wont to 
congregate in the latter half of the eighteenth 
century? Once a common where the citizens’ 
cattle grazed freely, and where snipe shooting 
was a favourite pastime, the Green wae 
gradually reclaimed and enclosed as a pleasure 
ground. An Act of Parliament converting it 
into a public park was passed in the year 1877. 

Peace was once celebrated in St. Stephen's 
Green with much.ceremony. After the Treaty 
of Aix-la-Chapelle was concluded in 1748 a great 
display of fireworks was given in the Green 
on Thanksgiving Day, 25th April, 1749. In the 
T'nirersal Magazine for January, 1749, we find 
the following account of this fé/e:— 

“ Dublin, January 3. Great preparations are 
making for the celebration of the day of thanks- 
giving for the Peace.” Grand fireworks will be 
played off in Saint Stephen's Green: in the centre 
a magnificent dodecagon temple of Peace will be 
erected, and finely illuminated ‘r4m within: the 
sides will be adorned with statues, embellished 
with proper ensigns, representing the virtues and 
blessings which are the supports and ornaments of 
peace; in the front of the three sides towards the 
west will be seen Liberty; on her right-hand Jus- 
tice; and on her left Fortitude; in the frize over 
the figure of Liberty will be a medallion, ‘represent- 
ing Minerva, the Goddess of Wisdom, sitting on a 

; in her right hand a spear. and*in her left a 
ing mirror, reflecting rays’ of light, and con- 
instruments of war, etc.”

THE TREATY. OF 
PEACE—I. 


SOME OF ITS ASPECTS. 


(BY A POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

The document signed on the 6th of December 
by the respective British and Irish delegations 
is officially entitled ‘Treaty between Great 
Britain and Ireland. Articles of Agreement,” 
and it is required by its terms (Clause 18) to 
be ratified on the one hand by Parliament and 
on the other by “ the members elected to sit in 
the House of Commons of Southern Ireland.” 
Now, the first thing to be noted is that a 
treaty is a contract between sovereign in- 
dependent States. : 
parties claimed the power by legislative enact- 
ment, and without recourse to the other, to 
achieve the desired object, no agreement would 
be necessary and a treaty would be superfluous. 

As a matter of fact, the Irish delegation went 
to. London as plenipoteutiaries appointed by the 
President of the “ Irish Republic,” and, though 
their credentials were not formally presented 
to the British Government, it was well known 
that they bore no others. Ratification, again, 
so far as Ireland is concerned, is not expressed 
to be by An Dail Eireann or by the legislative 
assembly of the Irish Republic, nor yet by the 
House of Commons of Southern Ireland, but by 
“the members elected to sit’ in the House 
of Commons for Southern ireland: These, as 
it happens, constitute both the House of Com- 
mons for Southern Ireland (potentially) and 
also the legislative assembly of the Irish 
Republic, and it is clearly in their latter 
capacity that their approval of the Treaty is 
sought, for they could- not function under the 
Government of Ireland Act until they had taken 
the oath of allegiance. 

We have, therefore, a document described as 
a treaty, drawn up by plentpotentiaries ap- 
pointed by the authority on either side in whom 
the treaty-making power is vested—or might, 
according to constitutional precedent, be pre- 
suméd to be vested—and calling for ratification 
by the legislative assemblies of the two peoples. 
The inference is obvious. If Ireland retuses 
the Treaty, all assumptions and admissions 
made im connection with it become non-existent 
and the status of the country reverts to what- 
ever it was before the Treaty began to be dis- 
cussed. On the other hand, if the Treaty is 
accepted by Ireland, her position is that of a 
sovereign independent State (recognised as stich 
by the other contracting party), whic by 
voluntary agreement has surrendered, for such 
time as the Treaty remains in force, her 
sovereign independence in exchange for mem- 
bership of the community of nations known as 
the British Empire.

That this position should be well understood 
le of. paramount importance, for it vitally affects 
the position of those members of the Dail 
Eireann who at one time or another may have 
taken an oath which they regard as binding 
them to accept nothing but an independent 
Irish Republic By ratifying the Treaty they 
do actually establish the Irish Republic de 
jure, bringing into legal existence an instru- 
ment which bears on the face of it recognition 
by the British Government of Ireland's sove- 
reign independence and of her right to contract 
as only a sovereign State can contract. Though 
by the same instrument Ireland abandone com- 
plete independence de facto, mdependence de 
jure remains in abeyance only—an inchoate 
right that may at any time be enlarged into 
independence de facto by the avoidance of the 
Treaty. 

There is no sort of treaty that aims at con- 
tinuity which may not come to an end at some 
time or another owing to the failure of one or 
more conditions that fundamentally affected its 
making, though the treaty itself may have 
made no reference to them in its provisions. 
The Treaty between Great Britain and Ireland 
will be no exception to this rule, and, though 
its abrogation in the near future, should it 
once be entered into, is unlikely, circumstances 
may one day arise which would entitle either 
or both parties to repudiate it. Clause I., for 
example, of the agreement declares that Ireland 
shall have the same constitutional status in the 
community of the British Empire as the 
Dominion. of Canada, the Commonwealth of 
Australia, the Domimion of New Zealand, and 
the Union of South Africa; and the oath of 
allegiance ig expressed to be taken by virtue of 
Ireland's adherence to, and membership of, the 
group of nations forming the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. In other words, the con- 
tinuance of the arrangement set up by the 
Treaty is clearly conditioned upon the main- 
tenance of the British Empire as it existe at 
present. If at some future date it should dis- 
integrate wholly or partially by the withdrawal 
of Canada or Australia, Ireland plainly would 
be entitled to renounce the Treaty on the 
ground that the circumstances under which it 
was entered into had fundamentally changed. 
Renunciation in such. an event would revive the 
sovereignty of Ireland which the Treaty had 
held, as it were, in a state of suspended anima 
won. 

indeed, it appears that. this wou'd also be 
the case ir at some ftuture time Ireland 
arbitrarily should denounce the Treaty and re- 
asserted her independence. While international! 
jurisprudence has said much about the sanctity 
of treaties or the reverse—some holding that. 
an implied. right to withdraw is vested 
in every contracting. nation, while others 
insist that due cause for avoidance must 
exist—the fact appears to be that 60 
long the League of Nations fails to 
materialise as a sort of international police- 
man, enforcing its decrees with a positive sanc- 
tion, a treaty will always be breakable by any 
party thereto that is prepared to run the risk 
of having the repudiation treated as a casus 
belli by the other party. So, in the case of the 
British-Irish Treaty, an arbitrary repudiation 
of it by Ireland could,/and probably would, be 
treated as a casws bell: by Great Britain; but 
Ireland would enter the resultant struggle as 
an independent sovereign belligerent. What she 
would emerge would depend on the result oi 
the struggle. Soevreignty can be lost, and lost 
finally and completely, by conquest. On the 
other hand, any question that arose as to Ire 
land’s mght to wish tien from the Treaty would 
obviously be one in whichevery other member of 
the British Comonwealth of Nations would be 
vitally and actively interested, and they 
would no doubt claim the right to arbitrate 
such a question. Should the Empire Parliament 
ever come into being, it would be the natural 
authority to which this and kindred questions 
would be referred. 

At present the sole connecting link between 
the sister nations of the British Empire is the 
Crown. Through his Governors-General’ the 
King can veto, or withhold for further con- 
sideration, legislation passed by any of the 
Dominions, and this will also be the case with 
Ireland. Needless to say, this prerogative is 
seldom exercised, and then only because the dis- 
puted legislation appears to raise issues or make 
difficulties of an Imperial character. The King’s 
constitutional advisers in these matters are his 
Privy Council, of whom the British Cabinet is, 
strictly speaking, merely a committee. Theoreti- 
cally, the King should be advised on Imperial 
matters by an Imperial Privy Council or an Im- 
perial Cabinet—ft does not matter what it is 
called—and since the war such a body has 
actually met and deliberated. For convenience’s 
sake, however, the residuum of the Empires 
business is likely to go on being conducted, sub- 
ject to occasional conferences, by the British 
Cabinet. When an Imperial Conference is held 
the Irish Free State will be represented at it 
precisely as Canada or Australia will be repre- 
sented. One thing must be remembered. The 
British Parliament, as such, has no say what- 
ever in Dominion affairs, and under the Treaty 
will have no say in Irish affairs. 

On the other hand, the Irish Privy Council, 
while no mention is made of it in the ‘Treaty, 
may be retained, though the Irish Constitution, 
as set up by the Provisional Government, will 
have to provide’ for its continued existence. 
Ireland actually will be governed by the King, 
through his Governor-General and the Irish 
Executive, which by the provisions of the 
Treaty (€lause 1) must be responsible to the 
Irish Parliament. But a Cabinet is not a body 
known to the British Constitution, being in 
fact a sort of executive committee of the Privy 
Council. To preserve the existing forms, there- 
fore, the Irish Privy Council may be retained, 
though the actual work of Government be 
done by the responsible Executive. An appeal 
lies from the highest Canadian courts to the 
Judicial Committee of. the Privy Council in 
certain cases, and this provision will also apply 
to the Irish Free State. 

, ia * * * 
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The official relations between the Irish Free 
State and foreign States will be strictly limited. 
There is a growing tendency among the mem- 
bers of the Commonwealth of British Nations 
to act as independent principals rather than as 
members of a single partnership in matters of 
international diplomacy. This led, inter alia, to 
the failure of the League of Nations to attract 
the United States, which objected in principle 
te having one vote while the constituent parts 
of the British Empire had a vote 
has also led to the anomaly of the 
South Africa (which does not spend a penny 
either on a navy of its own or as a contribu- 
tion to the British Navy) attending the Dis- 
armament Conference at Washington in an in- 
dependent capacity. Naturally, Great Britain 
does not mind what paraphernalia of inde- 
pendence the other member States of the Em- 
pire assure, but objections are constantly being 
raised by foreign Governments, who want to 
know whether the British Empire is one 
sovercign State or several. So far, the limit 
haa been reached in the matter of the semi- 
diplomatic representation of the Dominions in 
foreign countries. Canada now has such an 
official at Washington, and, whatever he is 
called, there is no doubt that his functions are 
partly diplomatic, and that he is at least as 
much a Chargé d’ Affaires as a Consul-General. 
But the relations between Canada and the 
United States are peculiarly close and compli- 
cated, and there is no likelihood of the arrange- 
ment being taken as a precedent for the mak- 
ing of other appointments of a similar character, 
which are called for only by sentiment. 

The Irish Free State will, accordingly, be 
represented, if it so desires, by trade agents 

th in foreign countries and in the sister 
Dominions. Otherwise, all the interests of its 
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citizens abroad will be in tho care of British 
diplomatie and consular officials, just as the in-

It must be admitted that the long. 
drawn-out proceedings of Dai Lireann are 
beginning to pall upon the public here.

PRINCESS MARY’S TROSSEAU. 


Princess Mary, as befits a daughter of 
England, is to have everything of the very 
best for her frousseau, and some expert 
workmen at Nottingham are now busily 
engaged on spinning silk stockings and 
lingerie. “These are being made on the 
old-fashioned hand frames, because their 
use gives the yarn time to accommodate 
itself to its new form, whereas, in relax- 
ing after leaving the machine, it loses 
some of its symmetry. The number af 
operatives nowadays is very small, because 
it takes years to become a “ stockinger,”’ 
as the worker is called.

TREATY RECOMMENDED. 


The Dai! resumed the debate on the Treaty 
yesterday morning at 11 o'clock, the Speaker 
(Mr. Eoin MacNeill) in the chair. 

Mr. Gavan Dufty said that he rose to stand 
over his signature to the Treaiy, and to 1ecom- 
mend it to that assembly in ham of -the 
pledge he had given. When he gave that pledge 
he did not pledge himself to conceal from them 
or from the people of Ireland the circumstances 
under which that pledge was extorted from 
him. (Hear, hear.) He was there to make no 
apology for the action which he took, believing 
then, as he did now, that he was right. He 
was there to give the Irish people the explana- 
tion to which they were entitled. He thought 
it was necessary that the circumstances should 
be driven home, and impressed upon the minds 
of the Irish people, even at the risk of 
reiterating many things that had already been 
said, for two main reasons—first, in order that 
tne solemn records of this transaction may be 
clear beyond all possible doubt, and second, in 
order to impress upon them the solemn warning 
that it gave them. 

He spoke solely for himself. He was going 
to recommend this Treaty very reluctantly, but 
very sincerely, because he saw ho alternative 
to it. He had no sympathy with those who 
acclaimed this partial composition ae if it were 
payment in full with compound interest. Nor 
had he any sympathy with those who spoke of 
the proposed agreement as if it were utterly 
valueless. At the risk of being accused of 
having a slave mind, he could not help referring 
to the statement made in the Morning Post 
of Tuesday—the best friend Ireland ever had 
in England—in which England was described as 
standing on her doorstep waiting for an answer 
to her plea for charity, and the Government 
aud people of that once powerful country 
hanging expectant on the doings of an illegal 
assembly to see whether that. body would take 
the offer that was made to them. 


WHAT THE TREATY GAVE.

CHARGES AGAINST MISS. 
CAVELL'S GOUNSEL, 
BRUSSELS, Wednesday. 


Some circumstances attending the trial and 
execution of Miss Cavell in October, 1915, have 
just been threshed out before the Belgian Court 
of Appeal, in the hearing of a case resulting 
from a quarrel between two of the lawyers con- 
cerned in Miss Cavel!’s trial—namely, M. Sadi 
Kirschen, who defended the’ English nurse be- 
fore the German courtmartial, and M. Goston 
de Lavol, the Belgian lawyer acting at the time 
as legal adviser to the United States Legation. 
In a report on the circumstances of Miss 
Cavell’s death made for M. Brian Whitlock. the 
then Minister, M. de Lavol declared that M. 
-Kirschen’s defence of Miss Cavell had not been 
what--it should have been, and also that M. 
Kirschen had failed to inform the American 
Legation that sentence of death had been 
passed upon the prisoner until after her execu- 
tion, which was carried out at three o'clock on 
the morning of October 12. 
The Legation® it is stated, first heard of the 
death sentence baving been pronounced through 
a pure accident, the news being received from 
two nurses, while M Kirschen only reported 
the fact at the Legation at noon. 

M. Kirschen contended that although the 
American Legation was then entrusted with the 
protection of the rights of. British subjects, he 
was under no obligation to keen it informed. 
M. Kirschen and M. de Lavol met in one of 
the Brussels courts and exchanged blows. Legal 
nroceedings followed, and an appeal was 
brought from the decision of the lower court. 
e Appeal Court, however, to-day confirmed 
the finding. Both courts decided that M. de 
Lavol was acting as the American diniomatic 
official! and rot as a Belgian lawyer. and, there- 
fore. he had no right to criticise M. Kirschen. 
As regarded the matter now before them. they 
censured M. Kirschen and reprimanded M. de 
Lavol.—(Reuter.)

As the first dividend of 2s. in the 
pound amounted to £425,000, practically all the 
amount realised thus. far has been paid to the 
creditors. Neither the Board of Trade nor the 
special manager have drawn any fees whatever.

The senior official receiver and liquidator in 
his observations remarks that “ the business of 
the bank was incompetently managed by the 
board of directors.” Continuing, the official 
receiver says: “ The estimates placed upon the 
assets by the directors and the secretary have 
proved to be unreliable and cannot be main- 
tained. It is feared that any further dividend 
will not amount to more than a nominal figure, 
but the creditors may rely upon every effort 
being made to realise the outstanding assets to 
the best advantage.”

PREMIERS TO REPORT TO

The conversations between M. Briand and 
Mr. Lloyd George wer eresumed at 10 Downing 
strect yesterday. Reparations alone were the 
subject of the discussion, particularly the ques- 
tion of the amount that Germany is able to 
pay. 
The Cabinet met at 4 o'clock, as the Premier 
desired to consult his colleagues before arriving 
at a definite settlement with M. Briand. 
After the Cabinet meeting, Mr. Lloyd George 
met M. Briand again. Mr. Chamberlain, Sir 
Robert Horne, Sir L. Worthington Evans, M. 
Loucheur, and M. Berthelot were also present. 
The meeting lasted for barely half an hour. 
It is understood that the two Premiers reached 
the conclusion that they could not take apy 
decision without consulting the other Allies, and 
it was decided to cal] a meeting of the Supreme 
Council at Cannes for the first weck in January. 
It was stated officially that progress had been 
satisfactory, but that no agreement had been 
reached as to the nature of the report to be 
presented for the consideration of the Ailes’ 
Council. It was also stated that the Con- 
ference was not in entire agreement on all 
points relating to the reports of the experts, 
and partly for this reason it was deemed ad- 
visable to make the report the basis of a 
general discussion by the Allies. 
It was frankly admitted that both sides 
realised that it was a waste of time to continue 
the discussion without the other Allies. Ger- 
many is not to be represented officially at the 
meeting of the Supreme Council, but her re- 
presentatives may be called in, as during the 
last London Conference. 
The Supreme Council will also be called upon 
to deal with the European economic situation 
generally. 
The two Premicrs will meet again this morn- 
ing. M. Briand will leave for France in the 
afternoon. 


WIDE ISSUES INVOLVED.

RAILWAY RATES, 


INADEQUATE REDUCTIONS, 
“THE TIMES ” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The ecagerly-awaited decision of the English 
and Welsh railway companies in regard to s 
lowering of raiiv-av rates has proved disap- 
pointing to business interests, which have for 
months past been endeavouring to convince the 
railway managements that a substantial reduc- 
tion of the present charges is an essential pre- 
Eminary to a revival of trade. It is con- 
tended by manufacturers and merchants that 
the burden imposed by the present transport 
charges is one of the chief handicaps preventing 
them from competing successfully in oversea 
markets, and they believe that adequate cuts 
in railway rates woulu not only benefit British 
industries, but would actually: increase the 
revenue of the railways by producing much 
Leavier traffic, 

The reductions that are to come into effect on 
January 1 are not regarded as likely to achieve 
this result. They will give certain relief to 
some manufacturers by lowering the cost of 
fuel and raw materials, and to some other 


| manufacturers in respect of fuel only, but they 


fall considerably short of the demands put for- 
ward by the various deputations which lai 
their views before the railway managements last 
month. 

The concessions are, therefore, regarded in 
manufacturing and trading circles merely as a 
first instalment, and it is probable that an en- 
deavour will be made to secure further reduc- 
tious through the agency of the Kailway Rates 
Tribunal.

EXPERTS’ SUGGESTIONS. 


The Anglo-French conversations will come to 
an end this morning, when M. Briand will pay 
a farewell visit to Nir, Lloyd George at No. 10 
Downing street, leaving for Paris at two p.m., 
says The Times. 

It appears that the rumours current early 
last evening, that the conversations had braken 
down, are incorrect. The experts are beleved 
to have recommended that a minimum sum of 
500,000,000 marks in gold (£25,000,000) should he 
paid by Germany to cover the two instalments 
due on January 15, and February 15. (It 
was, it will be remembered, laid. down in 
the London schedule of payments that gees 
should pay 500,000,000 marks on January 15, 
and an approximate sum of 275,000,000 marks 
in February). This recommendation will be 
submitted to the two Prime Ministers at their 
meeting this morning. 

At the same time the experts have agreed 
that the Commission of Guarantees should have. 
the necessary powers to control the German 
exports and the expenses of the German Ad. 
ministration, but the English experts have not 
accepted the French suggestion in regard to 
Allied interference with German administration. 


FINANCIAL SITUATION, 


REDUCING PUBLIC 
EXPENDITURE. 


The Times, in a leading article to-day, re- 
marks :—The interim report of the Geddes 
Economy Committee is, we understand, already 
in the hands of the Cabinet. It is said to take 
the form of a draft subject to the Committee's 
revision, and that though their labours are 
not yet at an end, there will be no alteration 
in their recommendations. In these circum- 
stances, Ministers are in a position to give 
the report their careful consideration during the 


recess. 

It is well that there should be no delay in 
regard to so urgent a matter. The appointment 
of this Committee was the first serious step 
taken in the direction of reducing pubhe ex- 
penditure. Other efforts had, indeed, been 
made, but they were half-hearted and conse- 
quently proved largely inetiectual. Last August 
the financial position of the country had reached 
a pass in which the Government could not 
longer procrastinate. The country was con- 
fronted even with the alternatives of bankruptcy 
and retrenchment. Nothing that has happened 
since has tended to relieve its financial situ 
ation. 

On the contrary, the Government have been 
forced to ask for far greater reductions than 
those originally deemed necessary. If, as 1s 
indeed true, the nation is exceeding its income, 
the sooner the steps necessary Ao reduce its 
expenditure are taken the better.

BRON7E AGE FIND. 
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DISCOVERY IN SWITZERLAND.

Times’Geneva Correspondent. A skeleton was 
found in a cave resting on a slab of granite. 

With 
the skeleton was a curious pin, the head of 
which, flat and topped by a half ring, shows 
it to be a rare specimen of a classic type of 
the Bronze Age found for the first time in 
Switzerland.

Two kidnapped men are still missing. 

The Republicans, in their retreat, opened 
fire on the police, ad during the fight 


that ensued the kidnapped men turned and 
put up their hands.

FLIGHT AND A FIGHT. 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

OMAGH W od nesday 3 

The kidnapping of a considerable number of 
young men—all of them Roman Catholies—from 
the Feeney district of County Derry, had- a 
‘startling sequel today in the Sperrin Mountains, 
which lie upo. the borders of Tyrone and 
Derry. 

Here it was that a large force of Co mty 
Tyrone police, working in conjunction with a 
smaller force from Derry, located Reoublican 
raiders guarding the kidnapped men. These 
latter they released, after a stiff fight with * 
their guards, some five of whom were captured. 
Others are bélieved to have been wounded. 

The rescued men number 13. 

The police concentrated at Omagh, whence, at 
an early hour this morning, they set out on 
Crossley cars. ! 

On nearing Cranagh they noticed a good deal 
of excitement in the neighbourhood of the old 
Hibernian Hall. They saw a body of men— 
some of them armed—attempting to get away 
towards the mountains. 

FIRE OPENED. 

The tenders gave chase, whereupon the fleeing 
party iefí the road, took to the mountiins and 
opened fire on the police. 

Dismounting, the police returned the fire, and 
soon a miniature battle was in progress. 

When a rearguard action haa pecen fought 
for some time by the Republeans, thirteen of 
their party—all kidnapped men—turned sud- 
deniy, and in the line of fire threw up then 
hands. ; 

‘The pureuit cf the remainder was kept up 
and eventually five were captured. They gave 
their names as—James Davis, Derry 
James Curran, Sion Mills; Edward Browne, Tou 
Connolly, and Patrick Falls, all of Cranagh. 

The police made an exhaustive search ot. the 
district for two other kidnapped men named 
Hassan, and im the course of it discovered a 
virtual arsenal in a house near Cranagh chapel. 


In it were a bomb-manufacturing plant, a large 
number of bombs, explosive materials, road- 
trenching tools, etc. All were seized and 
brought back with the prisom ; Omagh. 

The released men, when interviewed, sar t 
they were taken from their homes by armed 
strangers’ on Monday night, and compejind to 
march fifteen miles over the Sperria Mountains 
into Tyrone. 

On Tuesday they were given diet of bread 
end water, and made to etand to attention 
all day.They passed a restiess might, as no 


charge had been preferred against them, 
they were uncertain as to their fate. 

They expressed gratitude for their 
rescue. They say that thes nat connected 
with any political organisation. 

There was a rumour at Londonderry last 
night, says the Press Association, that during 
the Cranagh fight six Republicans were shot 
dead, and about twenty wounded. It was, 
however, impossible to obtain any confirmation 
of the report. :

SENT TO PRISON FOR TWO 
MONTHS, 


Vincent Shiels, a Sinn Fein Liaison Officer. 
was, at the Belfast Assizes yesterday, sentenced 
to two months’ impfisonment, without hard 
labour, for conspimng to prevent the further- 
ance of justice. 

The offence consisted cf writing a letter to 
the sergeant of police at Coalisland, saying 
that four witnesses in a case of alleged shooting 
could not attend court without the permission 
of the Irish Republican Army. 

Asked if he had anything to say, the prisoner 
said that he was a liaison officer, and he heped 
there was no disrespect shown to the Court. 

The Lerd Chief Justice said he understood 
that the brisoner was actually an officer of the 
Court—a ‘solicitor of that Sypreme Court—and 
the offenge was a very serious one. He thought, 
especially’ judging by the last remark made by . 
him, that the prisoner was acting with some 
degree of inadvertence. There was no under- 
taking whatever that these witnesses would 
be allowed to attend, and he could not give a 
less sentence than two calendar months’ im- 
prisonment, without hard labour, from the date 
of commital. . 

Mr. Whitaker asked the prisoner if he would 
give an undertaking that the witnesses would 
appear at the next Assize Court at Omagh. 

The prisoner replied that he could not give 
the undertaking; he could only make a recom- 
mendation. 

Mr. Whitaker said he could not take that, 
although he was anxious to do all he could for 
the prisoner.
